of the Caspian Sea, thirty-five new cases of 
the disease were reported yesterday. Baku 
fis a great petroleum shipping port. The 
' gtreets are ndrrow and crooked and the town 
is generally Ul built. Sanitary rules are more 
honored inthé breach than the observance, 
though since the Ministry of the Interior has 
taken the matter in hand some little im- 
provement is seen. The city contains Parsee 
temples to which pilgrimages are made 
sect, and it is highly 
probable that the disease was introduced by 
the pilgrims. Thousands of the workmen 
em in the city and at the Petroleum 
Springs on the Peninsula of Apsheron, on 
which Baku is situated, have become so 
frightened that they are leaving in droves. 
fhe Quarantine Commission at Baku bas tel- 
egraphed to the Ministry of the Interior that, 
though there is a little betterment in the 


panitary condition of the city, the regula- 


tions for preventing the spread of the Qisease 
are not sufficiently stringent to effect the 
ends sought. The commission asks for fur- 
power in the premises. 

The military physician at Dushax has tele- 
graphed thatthe disease there has got be- 
yond hiscontrol,.and asking that medical 
assistance and nurses be sent tohim. A fea- 
ture of the epidemic is the rapidity with 
which the persons stricken with it collapse. 
One of theeguards on the Trans-Caspian Kalil- 
way was seized with cholera and died on his 
train before any medical assistance could be 
obtained for him. — 

Seventy-five deaths from cholera have oc- 
curred in Central Asia. These are exclusive 
of the fatal cases which have been reported at 
Baku, where 164 persons, seventy of whom 
succumbed to the malady, were stricken in 
one week. ‘ihe persons chiefly attacked are 
emigrants. 

The agitation of the Russian Government Is 
indicated by the columns of hygienic precau 
tions against cholera. published in the pa- 

. the mortality reports already pub. 
lished only gd up tothe 24th inst.1t is feared 
that the mortality has sinceitncraased. The 
terribly enfeebled and sickly condition of the 
people from famine wi!! render them incapa- 
bie of resisting the scourge. If cholera lays 
bold on Astrakhan nothing will prevent its 
ravaging the country. It is suggested that 
the Nijni Novworod Fair be prohibited. 

A Paris correspondent urges inthe face of 
the cholera scare the necessity of improving 
the water supply of thatcity. He tays that 
ananalysis show that water from the Seine 
after filtering contains 3°,000 bacteria tothe 
cubic centimetre. He add, however, that no 
specific cholera or typhoid bacilli were 
found, The correspondeiit also says that the 
notable (decrease in the numberof deatbs 
‘supposed to bedue to cholera has led the 
municipal authorities to suspend the sittings 
of the special committee on the cholera 
cases. 

Adispatch from Teheran states thatthe 
cholera that has been ravaging Meshed, 
capital of Khorassan, is decreasing in 
violence. An official report now places the 
deaths at daily, which isa very large de- 
crease inthe average number previously 
reported. ,

‘RENEWED INTEREST TAKEN—MR. M’CORMICK’S 
. WORK. 


Lorpow, June 2.—The Royai British OCom- 
mission for the World’s Fair has appointed 
an executive committee .and thereby has 
greatly strengthened its organization. The 
} committee is formed of the existing finance 
committee and by four other members 2f the 
-commission.. Meetings of the executive are 
held weekly, when all business connected 
with this section is brought before them for 
discussion and to enable them to advise the 
royal commission at their frequent meetings 
upon the executive policy they consider most 
desirable. The appointment of the Executive 
Committee evidences the awakening of the 
commission tothe necessity of some zealous 
efforts on behalf of the industries they repre- 
sent, as well as to the great importance of 
those industries being properly represented 
at the exposition. 

Mr, McCormick has achieved a great vic- 
tory at Bradford, where the opposition to the 
Fair is strongest. Mr. John A. Tibbitts, 
United States Consul at Bradford, has writ- 
ten that it would be needless to calla meet- 
ing in the interest of the exposition at Brad- 
ford, and that Mr. McCormick should expect 
rather a cold reception shouid he visit that 
place. Mr. McCormick has presented letters 
to Mr. Tibbitts. Many reasons are given why 
the Bradford manufacturers should cease 
their opposition and send samples of their 
manufactures t Chicago. These letters have 
been veryjgenerally published inthe Yorkshire 
papers, which facts, with the zealous co-op- 
eration of Mr. Tibbitts, have doubtiess had 
much to do with the chanve of front that has 
taken place. The Chamber of Commerce 
have now asked whether Jir. McCormick will 
not come to Bradford forthe purpose of de- 
livering an adaresstoa full meeting, which 
he bas agreed to do.

SOME INSIDE HISTORY OF AN INHAR- 
MONIOUS MEETING. 


Kerens Piayed the Role of Burchard—The 
Fiery Wolcott Unloaded — Harrison 
Will Run His Own Campaign—Clark- 
son Snubbed-—An Effort to Drive the 
Plumed Knight From the Party*-Gen- 
eral Politics. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—The mem- 
bers of the Republican National Committee 
@hda those attracted by the meeting still 
linger here, The Blaine and Harrison men 
are stillatdaggers’ points. Taking into con- 
sideration the difference In the size of the 
crowds there is.as much bitter talk indulged in 
about the corridor of the Arlington Hotel as 
there was about the West House, Minneapo- 
lis, three weeks ago. J. 8. Clarkson feels 
that he has not only been snubbed, but also 
grossly insulted, by the President. Olarkson 
says he thought it pretty - hard 
to have the President inform him 
In his frigid way that he could 
not continue as Chairman. But when the 
President told him he could take charge of 
the literary bureau, a place that only ranked 
asa clerkship, it was mortifying. Clarkson’s 
frierids insist that this tender of a clerkship 
was a studied insult, not only to Clarkson, 
but to the friends of Mr. Blaine. 

It remained, however, for Dick Kerens of 
Missour! to prove the Burchard of the meet- 
ing. Mike De Youngof California was in the 
chair, and Fassett moved that.a committee 
of three be appointed to draft resolutions of 
thanks to Clarkson, De Young ap- 
pointed ‘enmator Wolcott. Fassett and 
Sam Fessenden on the committee. 
Atthe mention of the names of the commit- 
teemen Mr. Kerens jumped up excitedly and 
asked: 

**Are the friends of the President to be 
ignored on the committee? Everyone of the 
committee are Blaine men.’’ 

This gave Senator Wolcott the opportunity 
he longed for. He relleved himself of a 
quantity of surplus sarcasm left over from 
Minneapolis at the expense of the President. 
The dashing young Senator made the Har- 
rison men feel miserable, and poor Kerens 
was roundly abused for his Burchardism., 
They muzzled Kerens and then apolo- 
gized for his remark. However, 
Kerens is  believe@ to have only 
voiced the feeling of the Harrison people,and 
he thoroughly aroused the Blaine men, who 
fee! just as ugly as they did at Minneapolls. 

Here is the way one ofthe most prominent 
Blaine members of the committee talks: 
**The President is going to run his own cam- 
paign. The Republican headquarters in New 
York will be connected with the White House 
by a special wire. Justthink ofthe President 
of the United States directing deals with 
ward politicians in New York and dictating 
how the corruption fund shall be dis- 
posed. Whenthecountry became disgusted 
with Dave Hill because he started 
out to hunt the presidential nomination, you 
may be sure the people wiil feel outraged ata 
man occupying the Presidency indulging in 
the’tricks of small politicians for his own 

nefit. The President acknowledged to Mr. 
Clarkson that he would have supervision of 
the campaign. The Chairman of the 
National Committee will simply 
be a figurehead. Harrison intends 
torely on himself and friends for his re- 
election.

John E. Thornton Executed at 
Fort Smith To-Day.

He Looked Like a Martyr and Talked

A REVOLTING SIGHT ENSUED AS THE

The Oulprit Brutally Murdered His 
- Daughter, After an Infamous Assault 
—Two Residences Entered by Burg- 
lars in Chicago and 
Chioroformed—An American Mine- 
Owner Killed in Mexico~Crime News. 


Fort SmiTH, Ark. , June 28.—John E. ‘Thorn- 
ton was hanged ih the United States -jail 
yard here to-day at 10:5 forthe murder at 
Krebs, 4 T., jase fall of his 
daughter, Laura Meynier, tha fit of drunken 
rage. The execution was a horrible spectacle 
and though a private one, was witnessed by 
seventy-five persons. Thornton was 65 years 
old and stood on the scaffold like a 
martyr of old, the perfect pic- 
ture of the venerable patriarch, 
neatly dressed, tall and stately, his hair 
long and smooth, and white as cotton. -He 
bore the ordeal with saintly resignation, with 
firm step ascending the stairsjto the fatal 
noose, and with firm lips repeating in brief 
tone a story of his crime, exhorting the 
young and oldagainst indulgence that may 
unman them. He thanked the priest and 
personal attendants atthe jail for kindness 
during his confinement, and was just calling 
the name of tiie particular life part- 
ner that had first won his love when 
the drop fell and the scene shifted. The 
head was almost torn from the body and at 
least a bucket fullof blood gushed forth—a 
sight sickening beyond description, 

The old hangman, Maledon, whose glory is 
that he has hanged eight men f¥yom that same 
beam and whose pride was in *the neatness 
and dispatch of his work, has had a _ differ- 
ence of the Government on the matter of 
fees, he claiming the full fee of $25, and on 
account of this difference is not now the 
hangman, Thornton’s execution was wit- 
nessed by several lady members of his fami. 
ly. He once lived at Kock Island. 

John Thornton was aman bad almost be- 
yond conception. His entire life was a series 
ofcrimes. He married a number of women 
and treated all, except one—an Indian 
woman—with the most inhuman cruelty, 
seeming to take delight in wed- 
ding women and then torturing 
them. He gave unbridled play to 
the brute passions which were so strong in 
him, Thecrime for whichhe was executed 
was the cold-blooded murder of his own 
daughter, Mrs. Laura Moynier, at Krebbs, 
Choctaw Nation. The young woman had just 
been married and was thoroughly. enrap- 
tured with her husband, Her: brutal father 
one day attempted to outrage her. Whether 
be succeeded is not known, but in any event, 
probably through fear that she would iaform 
on him, he brutally murdered her.

PROHIBITION CONVENTION. 


DELEGATES ON THE GROUND—CHANCES OF CAN-‘ 
DIDATES. 


CINCINNATI, O., June 28.—The work of the 
National Convention of the Prohibition party 
practically opened to-day, with a meeting of 
the National Committee. Chatrman Samuel 
T. Dickie of Ann Arbor, Mich., prezided. The. 
primary opject of the gathering is the: selec- 
tion of tem ary officers of the conven-ion 
proper, which assembles to-morrow in the 
mammoth Cincinnati Music Hall, but ge 
committee did not confine Itself to routine, 
and was largely in the nature of a caucus to 
shape as far as possible in advance the pro- 
c ings of what might be the liveliest a 
tional convention ‘ever held by the Prohibf- 
tionists. 

Attention was drawn to the coincidence 
that this latest and promising presidential 
nominating convention of the party was held 
in Ohio, the State where the first Presi- 
dential candidate ofthe Prohibitionists was 
named. All sorts of pleasant auguries were 
drawn fromthe fact. Gossip busied itself 
more, however, with a rather sensational in- 
cident that occurred late last night. It was 
a visit by a large nuinber of well-known 
members of the party, including both sexes, 
to the Ifquor stronghold known as *“‘Over tite 
Rhine.’’

Snecessful Launching of the New 
Battleship Texas. . 


ANOTHER STRONG ARM ADDED TO OUR 
GROWING NAVY, 


The Usual Bottle of Wine Broken While 
10,000 Spectators Are Cheering—De- 
scription of the Vessel—Built to Give 
and Receive Hard Knocks More Than 
for Spsed. 


PORTSMOUTH, Va., June 28.—The Norfolk 
Navy Yards and Constructor Francis T. 
Bowles have secured a signal triumph in the 
successful launching of the great battleship 
Texas here to-day. The scene, in spite of a 
rain during the entire forenoon, was a most 
animated one. About ten thousand spectators 
were in the yards, and as many more on 
steamers, tugs, yachts and on the shore. On 
the stand of the launching tower erected 
from the launching platform were Miss Hous- 
ton Williams of Texas, her mother, Mrs, 
Williams; Lieut. W. 8. Cole, the private sec- 
retary of Secretary Tracey and his official 
representative on this occasion and Ensign 
Hillary; E. P. Jones of the navy. The red, 
white and blue cords Nholding the bottle of 
wine were tied to a staff mounted by a star 
emblematic of the Lone Star State. 

At 11:16 o’clock the signal ‘‘Ready!’’ was 
given. Miss Williams, uttering the words ‘:I 
christen thee Texas,’’ broke the bottle of 
wine on the bow of the noble vessel and she 
started. It was just forty-six seconds from 
the time the bottle was broken that the Texas 
was standing as firm asaland battery. Five 
minuts later she was moored to her wharf. 

DIMENSIONS. 

The United States Ship Texas is a steel 
armored twin screw, a second-class battle- 
ship of 6,335 tons normal aisplacement. 
Length between perpendiculars, 290 feet; ex- 
treme breadth, 64 feet, 1 inch; moulded 
depth, 89 feet, 8 inches; designed draft of 
water forward, 22 feet; desizned draft of 
water aft, 23 feet. The mean draft will be 
22 feet, 6 Inches. When carrying 
about 500 #@tons of coal she can 
steami1,110 miles at her estimated highest 
speed, 17 Knots, or 8,500 miles at 10 knots. 
Thereis burker capacity, however, for 450 
additionaltons. The main armament con- 
sists of two 12-inch breech-loading guns,each 
weighing 464% tons, mounted in two turrets 
‘fen echelon,’’ one being on th } starboard 
side aft, the other onthe port side forward, 
having acomplete broudside ranye on their 
respective sides, the forward or port gun 
also having a range of 4 deg. on the star- 
board side, and the after gun 70 
deg. on the rt side; six 
66-inch breech-loading guns, one mounted 
forward and one aft on the upper deck, | 
as bow and stern chasers, each having a 
range of 120 deg., the others being mounted 
in sponsons on the main deck. The secondary 
battery consists of four 6-pounder and four 
3-pounder rapid firing guns, with 47 mill 
metre Hotchkiss guns, ail mounted on the 
gun deck behind 42 Inch plating; two Gat- 
ling guns and two 37 millimeter Hotchkiss 
guns, mounted on the bridge, the same in 
the military tops and two 3-pounder rapid 
firing guns on the fiying bridge. There are 
six torpedo tubes, one in the bow, one in the 
stem and two on each side; a strong ram- 
bow adds to her offensive powers. The tur- 
rets are armored with 12 inches of steel and 
thelr bases are inclosed by a diagonal re- 
doubt armored with 12 inches of steel, which 
also protects the hydraulic machinery for 
working the guns and the smoke-pipe 
casings. A belt of steel armor 12 inches thick 
extending 2 feet above the designed water- 
line, 442 feet below itand 116 feetin length, 
protect the boller and engines. A _  pro- 
tective deck of 2-inch steelis iaid above the 
armor belt, beyond this itis inclined down- 
ward toward the extremities and sides, and 
is three inches thick on the slopes. At the 
ends of the beltare diagonal armored bulk- 
heads of six-inch steel,. pointed toward the 
bow and stem, whose oblique surfaces afford 
additional protection. This protective deck 
carries the massive supports for tte redoubt 
on the deck above, and has coal bunkers at 
the side and extending athwartship, which 
protect the supports. All the hatches and 
openings on this deck have cofferdams. The 
top of the redoubt is covered with a two-inch 
steel deck; the redoubt is continuous and is 
accessible only from the protective deck. 

THE HULL. 

* The hull ts of steel throughout and is built 
on the cellular system. A double bottom ex- 
tends underthe engines, boller and mag- 
azines and is divided both longitudinally and 
transversely into numerous water-tight com- 

artments. This double bottom is continued 

oth fore and aft by the floors of store- 
rooms, etc., and the extremities are ar- 
ranged as trimming tanks. The space be- 
tween the double bottomand the protective 
deck is subdivided into many water-tight 
compartments, whose numervous bulkheads 
add to the ship’s strength; there are 129 
of these compartments, all connected 
to steam and hand pumps Dy an exten- 
sive drainage system, thus minimizing the 
disastrous effects of the ram and torpedo. 
In the wake of the armor belt the ship has a 
triple skin, asthere isa wing passage out- 
board of the coal bunkers. In the coal bunk- 
ers above the protective deck there isa fore- 
and-aft water-tight bulkhead girder extend- 
ing five feet above the water line, giving the 
Ship a tripie skin to this height. 

the bolliers and engines are contained in 
six water-tight compartments below the 
protective deck, three on each side, with a 
central passage providing protective com- 
munication between the extremities of the 
ship; below this passage and between the 
boller-rooms are situated magazines 
and shell-rooms. Above the turrets 
is a fying deck for navigating the ship, on 
which boats are stowed. Two second-ciass 
torpedo boats are carried in addition to the 
usual com plement. 

The ship is lighted throughout by electricity 
and carries two | tap eve electric search 
lights and two smaller search lignts for boat 
use, ample ventilation for magagines, shell 
rooms and quarters is provided, also fresh 
water distillers. ‘There isa steam ‘steering 
engine beiow the protective deck and @ steam 
Cupstanand windlass on the main and upper 
decks forward. ‘The Texas will be fitted as a 
fiagship and carry a complement of 868 off- 
cers and men, her spacious decks affording 
much greater accommodation and comfort 
for the crew than is possible on cruisers. 

The shipis driven by two sets of triple ex- 
pansion engines, one the vertical inverted 
direct acting type, capable of developing 
5,800 horse- power with natural draft and 8, 600 
with an air pressure of two inches of water. 
The engines occupy two water-tight com- 
partments, each set having three cylinders, 
86, 57 and 78 inches in diameter, with a com- 
mon stroke of s9inches. There are four dou- 
ble-endea steel bollers, 14 feet in diameter 
ana 17 feet long, of the borizontal return-fire 
tubular type, each having six corrugated 
furnace ues, total heating surface 
about 17,000 square feet, total grate sur- 
face about 500 square feet; the workin 
pressure ts 150 pounds per squareinch.

RETURNED TO KILL. 
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A Murder Committed at Creve Cour 
Lake Yesterday. 


WM. REDMOND SHOOTS AND INSTANTLY 
KILL? HENRY SCOTT. 


They Had Quarreled About Work, and 
After Leaving Redmond Came Back 
With a Revolver and Shot Scott—The 
Murderer Permitted to Escape—Crim- 
inal News of All Kinds. 


Henry Scott, a negro, was killed yesterday 
by a white man named Wm. Redmond on EB. 
W. Payne’s farm near Upper Creve Cour 
Lake, in 8t. LouJs County. The men wefe 
both farm hands and were engaged in 
shocking wheat after a harvester. 
Early in the afternoon they had 
a dispute as to which had done and was still 
coing the most work, and the negro slapped 
the white man, as he afterwards claimed,for 
calling him a vile name. Redmond then left 
the field and was gone for half an hour 
or more, when he returned with 
a revolver and commenced firing at Scott. He 
fired five shots, three of them taking effect. 
No effort was madeto prevent Redmond from 
making his escape, and he walked 
awayas deliberately as he had come on the 
field. He went to Mr. Payne’s house and 
changed his clothes and then walked off 
down the road and that was the last seen of 
him in that neighborhood. scott died last 
night of his injuries. He had been 
living near.

Itold him he could have his 
pay if he wanted it, but he didn’t wait for 
that, although he went to the house and got

A fine of $10 imposed on Alice 
Owens of No. 408 South Sixth street, in 
the Court of Criminal Correction this morn- 
ing, was the last event in a school room 
scene which on May 25 agitated the Attucks 
(colored) school from top to bottom. 


The chargeagainst Alice Owens Sy A ee 
and battery, preferred by Lulu T. Case 
teacher in the Attucks School. on the north- 
west corner of Seventh and Hickory streets, 
and the Prosecuting Attorney was Mr. Chas.

Willie hurried home as soon as he 
was released ‘from the hold of the teacher 
and told his mother of the affair. Mrs. 
Owens, so the testimony developed, calleda 
cab and drove at once to the Attucks 
School, She hastened to the room 
where Miss Casey was in charge of her 
classes, and it is alleged gave Miss Casey a 
thrashing far more severe than had been ad- 
ministered to Willle. According to the claim 
of Miss Casey, Mrs. Owen seized her by th 
throat, punched her in the face with her fist 
bumped her head against the blackboard an 
then shoved her out a. the hall, 
Mrs. Owens did not - here, 
however, it is alleged, but sete ning her 
hold on Miss Casey’s throat and neck, 
bumped her head against the hoogs on the 
hat-rack.

EDDIE VON DER AHE ACQUITTED. 


The Story of His Celebrated Battle With 
Mr. and Mrs. Kaurl 

Ed Von der Ahe, theson of Chris Von der 
Ahe, der boss President, was discharged by 
Judge Paxson this morning after a long 
trial on the accusations brought against him 
by Charles Kaurl and his wife, both colored. 
Judge Cecil Scott was attorney for the 


defendant and Jeff Storts represented the 
plaintiffs. Mrs. Kauri told her side of the 
case last Friday, when the case was laid 
over. Joe McCarthy and another boy testi- 
fied that they saw Eddie Von der Ahe with an 
iron bar and a pistol, with which he 
threatened the plaintiffs. Kaurl himself 
testified that he crossed the street to see 
what was the trouble and took his wife’s part 
inthe dispute with Von der Ahe. The latter 
ordered them away, but they refused to 
go, and Von der Ahe then secured his 
weapons. Young Von der Ahe in 
hisown defense testified that he and two 
gentlemen were talking base ball opposite 
the saloon door on the incline which runs up 
from the pavement. A mischievous little 
boy tried to get up a fight between Von der 
Ahe’s gray hound ‘Fly’ and Mrs. Kaurl’s 
dog. Mrs. Kaurl came alongand threatened 
to Kill Fly. This drew Von der Ahe’s 
attention to the fracas, and he told her that 
if she Killed that dog he would ‘break her 
face.’ He ordered her to leave the premises 
because she was on private ground, and he 
admitted thathe was going to strike her 

when her husband came. He then ordered 
both of them away, ahd when they 
refused he went into the saloon 
gotanempty revolverand an iron bar and 
threatened to put them away by force. A 
policeman came alongand the whole party 
went to the Fair Grounds Sub-Station, where 
both sides dropped the matteranda reed not 
to prosecute. Mr. Walterof the Excelsior 
ManufacturingCo., Phillip Farner,a collector, 
and Charles Krausky, the bartender, testi- 
fied for the defense and told much the same 
story as Von der Ahe.

EQUALITY OUT OF THE QUESTION. 
The merchant tailors are clamoring for 


the adoption of the bill introduced in Con- 


gress limiting the amount of clothing 
which one person may bring from 

to the value of $100. The ground upon 
which this is asked for is thatthe present 
law permitting a person to bring from 
abroad as much clothing as is proper to his 
or her condition is unfair, favors the rich 
and subjects the domestic t@ilor to gross 
inequality in the matter of competition, 

The fairness of the demand of the home 

tailors is not less clear than the absurdity 
of the reasons which they urge against this 
feature of the tariff law. What do they 
expect of the protective tariff? What is it 
maintained for if not to favor the rich 
and to give unequal advantages to some 
over others? Why should the men en- 
riched by protection pay out money for 
more protection if they are not to be 
specially benefited? Its foundation is ine- 
quality. 
, The home tailor who has to pay the orig- 
inal cost of his goods with the tariff tax 
added cannot, of course, compete with the 
tailor who buys in a free market, but the 
law was not matie for him but for the 
manufacturer, who enjoys the profits of 
the protection he pays for in slush funds.

The home tailor may shift some of the 
worst inequality of the law from himself 
by shutting off to some extent the tariff 
dodging of the swells, but it will still ex- 
ist. The lay will still be unfair and will 
favor the rich and grind the poor. Fair- 
ness and equality can only be obtained by 
sweeping the whole outrageous system of 
discriminating taxation from the statute

Prof, Isaac N. Judson, one of the two 
| hgures of the Breediove-Judson case result- 
ing in the suicide ot Breedlove some months 
ago, has been reinstated in his position asa 
teacher at the St. Louis High School. This 
action was taken by the Teachers Com- 
mittee at its last meeting, after an 
almost unanimous vote at a previous 
meeting demanding Prof, Judson’s 
resignation, as per understanding with him 
following Breedlove’s suicide. The’ remark- 
able feature of the reinstatement, it is said, 
is that there was no evidence offered to offset 
that upon whitch the Teachers Committee 
had resolved that Judson’s resignation 
should be forthcoming for the good of tne 
public schools and that the only reason. ad- 
vanced for retaining him was that of consid- 
eration for his family. This latest action of 
the Teachers Committee, taken in secret ses- 
sion ,is exciting the most interested discussion 
in the Inner circle of School Board affairs, 
and the story of how it was brought about is 
how publicly told for the frst time. 
HOW IT WAS BROUGHT ABOUT, 

Ata meeting behind closed doors, held by 
the Teachers Committee two weeks and 
more ago, it is stated that the question of 
Prof. Judson’s retirement from bis position 
| came up In rathera pronounced way. The 


' story goes that after other cases 
had been disposea of, the Judson 
matter was brought up by Director 


Walter F, MtEntire turning tothe Secretary 
ofthe committee with the request that Jud 
son’k& resignaiion, which had been promised 
the committee, be now produced and acted 
upon. The Secretary looked up in surprise, 
it is stated. 

‘*] have no Stich document,’’ he said, 
**Prof. Judson has not sent in his resigna- 
tion.’’ 

‘*It was upon the understanding that he 
would resign atthistime,’’ Mr. McEntire is 
reported to have responded, ‘‘that no de- 
cisive action was taken in Prof. Judson’s 
case at the time of the Breedlove suicide.’’ 

**Nevertheless,the resignation is not here,’’ 
repeated the Secretary.’’ 

‘*I move, then,’’ said Mr. McEntire, ‘‘that 
this committee make a formal request of 
Prof, Judson that he resign from his position 
asa teacher inthe 8t. Louls High School at 
once,.’’ 

The motion was carried almost unani- 
mously, the only members voting against it 
being Directors Hickman and Fisse. 

Prof. Judson, it is stated, was immediately 
notiffed that his resignation was demanded 
by the Teachers Committee of the School 
Board. But; although it Is stated that he 
has had the distinct understanding that only 
on the promise of his resignation was decisive 
action deferred at the time of Breedlove’s 
suicide, it is also stated now that Prof. Jud- 
son was found unwiliing to fulfill his part of 
the contract when thetime for his resigna- 
tion arrived. It is stated that he at once 
began a canvass of the Teachers Committee, 
bringing all the influence possible to 
bear on them to him in his 
position, now that Breedlove 
affair had apparently over. 
That he was successful in his canvass ap- 
pears apparent by the following conclusion 
to the story. 

HIS REAPPOINTMENT. 

Last Saturday afternoon the Teachers 
Committee held another secret meeting in 
the Polytechnic Building. At that meeting 
President Barthold of the School Board arose 
and moved a ée reconsideration of the 
vote asking for Prof. Judson’s resignation. 
The motion was seconded by Director Shee- 
han, and was carried, the only members 
voting against it being Directors Kelly, Col- 
linsand Mckntire.. Following that actiun, 
Prof. Judson was @uly reappolated forthe 
ensuing scholastic fear. 

DETAILS OF THE COMMITTEE’S WORK. 

The detalisof the secret action taken by 
the Teachers’ Committee by the School Board 
during the course of the past two weeks can 
be given now in definite form. According to 
unguestionabie authority the following 
changes and corrections among thie list of 
principals and teachers will be made for the 
ensuing scholastic year, and covers the en- 
tire action of the Teachers’ Committee in 
that direction: 

Prof. M.D, Mugan of the O’Fallon School has 
already been dismissed on the charge that 
his school was not progressing under his 
managemert as the ‘ieachers Committee 
had reasun to expect that it should. 

The dismissal of Principal Butler of the 
Blair School has been decided upon, on the 
ground of his unfair treatment of. certain 
lady assistants whom he refused to mark for 
promotion, and will be announced by the 
Teachers Committee in its reguiar report to 
the -chool Board. 

Principal Henning W. Prentiss of the Hoa- 
gen School has been put on probation for 
six months on a charge of being continually 
late in arriving at his school for the morning 
session. The complaint against Principal 
Prentiss is not a serious one, but it was 
thought best to ‘‘bring him to time,’’ so to 
speak, to oe him on probation. 

Principai ‘TT. Vickroy of the Douglas 
School bas been placed on probation for six 
months owing to a disagreement between 
him and the lady first assistant of the Dour 
las School, whichgkt is belleved interferes 
with the proper management of the school, 
inasmuch as the two are not on 5s aking 
terms, and the Teachers Committee find that 
the fault rests at Principal Vickroy’s acer. 

Mrs. Rachael M. Gass, Principal of the Carr 
School, has Deen reduced to the rank of third 
assistant in that school, owing solely to the

Report That He Was Found Dead of His 
Wounds. 

The citizens of the township of 014 Orchard 
are up in arms because of the repeated 
depredations of burglars Which have been 
going on for the past year. 

Several nights ago A. J. Plack, a grocer, 
fired upon a man whowas attempting to 
enter his store, andthe next morning found 


blood spots left by the marauder, 
who made his escape. In a 
few days Mr. Plack was told i 0oby 


a man named Cornell, an ice dealer, that a 
man had called ona physician at W ebster, a 
mile distant, to get the shot picked out of his 
back and was ina critical conditionas a fre- 
sult of his injuries. This morning a rumor 
was rife that the man had died, but careful 
inv estigation developed no facts as to the 
man’s death or even tdentity. 

Mr. D. R. Whitmore, Assistant Secretary 
of the Merchants’ Exchan e, who resides at 
Old Orchard, stated to a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter that he had heard the rumor and had 
calied on Mr. Plack last night in regard to 
the matter. He said that Mr. Plack stated to 
him that he had gone to Webster to investi- 
gate the report, and that it was, s0 far as he 
could learn, unfounded. 

Mr. © oggeshall, one of the Vigilance Com- 
mittee at Old Orchare, corroborated Mr. 
W hitmore’s statement. 

While the robberies at Old Orchard have 
been going on for the past year and have 
been of frequent recurrence,. strange to say 


in no case have the plunderers been cap- 
tured. There is a strong suspicion that 
the robbers are resiients of the 


community and the head of one prominent 
family is said to have avowed an intention of 
causing a search warrant to be issued to in- 
yeergets the contents of the house of a fam- 
lly wholive in eg style at Vld Orchard, 
and are thought to be salling under false 
colors. 

Robberies or attempted robberies are of 
nightly occurence regardless of the vigilance 
that is being exercised to prevent it, and the 
citizens threaten to lynch the first midnight 
thief captured.

brated Teresa Urrea, the ‘‘Saint of Socorro,’’ 


Some days ago, is untrue. The story was 
purposely circulated by the Mexican authori- 
ties in order to quiet the excitement among 
the restless Indians who were becoming dan- 
gerous and were flocking to Nogales in great 
numbers to see their ‘‘patron saint’’ and re- 
ceive her wonderful treatment of all diseases.
